Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-4, 6-25, 27-31, and 33-40 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art either alone or in combination doesn't teach the limitation of "receiving an 
indication of an animation of the first avatar, the first avatar being animated in response to a 
particular portion of a message sent between the first user and the second user, automatically 
accessing information associating animations of avatars, automatically identifying, based on the 
accessed information, an animation for the second avatar that is responsive to the indicated 
animation of the first avatar, and in response to the received indication, animating the second 
avatar based on the identified responsive animation" in combination with the other claimed 
features.
